Although pos- 
sessing a disproportionately small share 
of the state’s waters, these lands have 
experienced a rapidity of settlement 
and improvement that has amazed the 
entire world. Already one-fifth of the 
area possessing a water supply Iles 
within the limits of incorporated cies 
and towns, and tMis fraction is con- 
tinuously growing larger. The relin- 
quishment of agricultural land for | 
urban use does not reduce the total 
water consumption, as cities of fatrty 
mature growth use water in amounts 
about equal to that required for irrt- 
gating the same area. The demand for 
water, therefore, can never grow less 
in Southern California, but rather, 
larger supplies will be needed for !n- 
dustries and manufacturies within 
cities and for the extensfon of agri- 
culture to the limits of the available 
lands. 

“In arriving at the present great de- 
velopment in Southern California, less 
than half of the favorable area is oc- 
cupied by cities of towns and frrigat- 
ed lands. To reach this stage of de- 
velopment, nearly the entire supply 
of local water has been brought into 
use. Since an adequate water supply 
is requisite to growth, the salvation 
of Southern California is to seek a 
distant source of supply. Relief from 
the pending, exhaustion of local waters 
was temporarily obtained by the im- 
portations from Owens Valley by the 
City of Los Angeles. Some further 
relief could be obtained by extending 
this project to include the waters from 
Mono Lake region, but this would be 
sufficient to satisfy the growing de- 
mands for only a few years. The one 
supply that can adequately meet the 
future needs, that is not separated 
from Southern California by insur- 
mountable physical barriers, is, the 
Colorado River. ‘ 

“The paramount need in Southern 
California, therefore, is water from 
the Colorado River. This is vitally ne- 
cessary for the continued growth and 
prosperity of the entife south, from 
Ventura to San Diego and from Los 
Angeles té the Imperial and Palo 
Verde Valleys.
